The claims herein lack 
unity of invention under PCT Rule 13.1 and 13.2 since the compounds defined in the 
claims lack a significant structural element qualifying as the special technical feature 
that defines a contribution over the prior art. The compounds claimed contain 



H; and R 3 is aryl or heteroaryl; which does not define a contribution over the prior art 
(USPN 6,197,975). The substituents vary extensively and when taken as a whole result 
in vastly different compounds. Accordingly, unity of invention is considered to be 
lacking and restriction of the invention in accordance with the rules of unity of invention 
is considered proper. Additionally, the vastness of the claimed subject matter and the 
complications in understanding the claimed subject matter imposes a burden on any 
examination of the claimed subject matter. The method of use claims will be examined 
with the elected invention commensurate in scope therewith. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
